bones of a mastadon are being ex- 
cavated from the estate of the late 
Col. 
Alfred A. Pope here by experts 


from the Peabody Museum, Yale Uni- 
versity. 
The museum men say 
that 


the bones have been lying where found 
for 20,000 years. 
As found the bones 


are not as they would be if the mon- 
ster had died in his tracks, the pelvis 
upside down, the shoulder blades nine 
feet apart and the ribs and vertebrae 
scattered about. 
The bones are not 


petrified. 
Instead they are fragile and 


crumble under pressure. 
Many of the 


larger pieces are being supported by 
plaster paris before being lifted out of 
the trench. 
The mastadon was eleven 


feet high at the shoulder.

LAW TO MUZZLE 
ROOSTERS 


In Los Angeles They Mustn't Crow 


Before 7 in the Morning, If 


Ordinance Passes. 


Los Angeles roosters must get to- 


gether on their crowing. The city at- 
torney has been asked to draft an 
ordinance which will make it unlaw- 
ful for roosters to crow earlier than 7 
o'clock in the morning, Pacific time. 
There must be more unity of effort 
among the chanticlers—less of indi- 
vidual endeavor at any old hour of 
the night that the rooster feels like 
crowing. 


Mrs. Genevieve Dalrymple of 2359 


East Seventh street, in taking her 
complaint to the city council, merely 
acted as messenger for many thou- 
sands who are unable to sleep because 
of crowing roosters, who start abom 
midnight and keep it up until morn- 
ing-. 


"Leave it to the city attorney. He 


will find some way to fix it." said 
Chairman Andrews of the legislation 
committee. With this meager instruc- 
tion, John W. Shenk, the city attor- 
ney, started somewhat on this order: 


"The mayor and city council of the 


city of Los Angeles do ordain that it 
shall be unlawful'for roosters to crow 
between the hours of 7 p. m. and 7 
••i. m. 
All roosters found guilty of 


violation of this ordinance shall be 
sentenced to be the principal Ingre- 
dient of a potpie."

apparent to the city attorney, and he 
will prepare a draft of one along some 
other line. It bas

that the roosters be muzzled, or that

largely a misconception. 
Even more 


erroneous was the belief expressed by 
a speaker at a recent meeting of the 
Federation of Labor that "All the pro- 
ducts of labor belong to us because we 
make them." Production, he explained 
required not only the element of labor 
l»ut the element of capital, represented 
in the factory 
buildings, machinery, 


raw materials, and the money used to 
purchase them. The 
possessors of 
these were entitled to a return upon 
their investment. They earned their 
share as well as the workingman. 
"Wages are not a gift, or charity, or 


a mere concession paid out of capital 
they are paid out 
of the product of 
labor and capital. If the workingman 
shirks his duty the value of the pro- 
duct is diminished 'and consequently 
the returns and his possible 
wages. 


The workingman nmst be worthy of 
his hire, capable
